Danzig- At 
beginning  of  W.W.II  fled  to  Rumania,  then  by  ship  to  Palestine 
where  British  intercepted  them  and  interned  them  on  the  island  of 
Mauritius  in  the  Indian  Ocean.  Years  later  went  to  Israel  where  she 
died.
